SOAPSTONE OF MACON COUNTY,N.C.

Prof. Fnunons, in a letter to the Franklin Ob- |
SCTVOT, SHUYS:

The resourees of the western counties are im-
portant in many respects. I kad mo time to say |
all I wished, in wy communication of the 2d inst., |
heuce 1 hope to be able to add from time to time
as cireuwwstances may permit. I would now par-
ticularize the so called Noapstoue, of the Nauntaha- |
la Valley, and which [ believe is in Macon county.

This rock is by no means the common soapstone
or steatite, which is a magnesian mineral.  On the |
contrary, 1 showed in my report of 1R36, that it is
an alwinous rock, that alnmina takes the plucc
of magnesia. A\ specimen which 1 gave Dr. Juek-
son, of Buston, for analysis, yvielded him 13 per
cent. of alumina. It is closely alied to the Agal-
matolite or ficure stone of the Chinese.  Although
not a soapstone, it is still adapted in an ewminent
degree to be used for the same purposes, as a sub-
stitute for fire brick and as lining for stoves.  But
for these purposes, it should be eut into proper
forms and dried before used, that moisture or water
may be disposed of, otherwise it is liable to flake !
off when heated.  This rock, when ground, is used
for making the fine pearl paper for papering rooms;
it is also put into funey soaps, to aid in preserving
It is worth about $40 per ton in

er, &5 i the manvfacture of poreelain. When
the agamwatolite is incorporated with fine white si-
lex, it is capable of fusion, and if the composition
is properly prepared, it make the fiue porcelain of |

FERRY OUTBREAK.

Under date of Selma, near Winchester, Va., Oe-
tober 21, 1859, Senator Masor addresses the edi-
tor of the Washington Constitution as follows:

It is right, and due to truth, that the material

' facts attending the late incendiary attack on the

town of Harper's Ferry should Le correctly under-
stood.

There was no insurrection, in any form whatso-
ever, on the part of any of the inhabitants or resi-
dents of that town or its vicinity. There is little
doubt that such insurrection was fully expected by
the leader of the armed miscreants whe came from
the adjoining State clandestinely, and under cover
of night, into the town—an expectation in which
they were wofully disappointed, as fully admitted
by themselves. The fact is undoubted that not a
man, blael: or white, Joined them after they came
into Virginia, or gave them aid or assistance in any

| form.

It is true that after their captare their leader
(Brown) stated that he had reason to expect such
assiztance, and had been disappointed. But this
is fully discredited by the following faets: First,
that he had endisputed possession of the town from
about midnight on Sfunday until after mid-day on
Monday, when the people of the adjoining country,
learning the state of things, got together in armed
hands and made a descent upon the town. Second,
that during this period they seized and held in eus-

' tody, besides the slaves of Mr. Washington and

Mr. Allstadt, taken in the neighborhood, some five
or six other slaves belonging to residents at Har-
per’s Ferry, and found in the streets. It is stated
that they put spears or lances in the hands of two
or three of these negroes and compelled them to
stand in the character of sentinels at the door of
the engine-house, ocenpied by the incendiaries,
but at the first assanlt made by the citizens the
slaves threw away their pikes and escaped to their
homes for refuze. Third, they had ¥ confinement,
in addition, sowme thirty or forty other persons, who
were found unarmed in the streets in the early
hours of the morning, but no adherent or sympa-
thizer turned up amongst them. In addition to
all this, after careful inquiry and investigation on
the spot, I conld not learn that any man of any
color (save one, hereafter to be noticed) was sus-
pected of being in any way accessory or privy to
the plot. The exception was a man named Cook,
who came to Harper's Ferry a year or two since in
the character of a schoolmaster, married there, and
who, after the event, it appeared, was an emissary
of Brown's, and had been associated with him in
Kansas. Cook imparted the plans of Brown to
none in Virginia, so fur as is known, or if’ he did,
it is ecertain that none neted on them. He aceom-
panied the party to Mr. Washingion's, which seized

| him and his negroes and brought them off in the

nicht, but none of the latter evinced any purpose
to follow lis fortunes.  On the contrary, those that
he earried off the same night inty Maryland es-
caped from him there and returned.

I think T am warranted, on the foregoing facts,
in the belief that no engagements or promises of
aid from any, of any race, wer: given to Brown in-
viting his deseent.  On the part of the negzroes, it
is certain that the only emotion evinced by them
was of alarmn and terror, and their gnly refuge
souzht at their masters’ howes.

Of the conspiracy, outside of this State, enough
has transpired, or been obtained from papers taken
with Brown's ceficets, to show that he acted from
impressions made upon him by the abolition tracts,
newspapers, and orators in the circles he frequent-
ed in the non-slaveholding States. Those impres-
sions were that it required only to put arms within
immediate reach to bring about immediate insur-
rection in the slaveholding States—a doctrine open-
ly inculcated is known, by the abolition leaders.
Thus impressed, he embarked on this desperate
enterprise with but nineteen men; but he had
arms and weapons secreted in the mountaius and
thinly-populated country on the Maryland side of
the river, and within four or five miles of the Vir-
cinia live at Harper's Ferry, with abundant ammu-
nition, to have placed an effective weapon in the
hands of each of at least fiftcen hundred or two
thousand men. The exact number ot these arms
can never lLe ascertained, as they were carried off
in great numbers when first discovered or brought
in by the citizens, and companies of voluntecrs who
came from a distance, and before possession of them
was taken by the regular military authoritics.—
Awmongst them were one thousand pikes or lunces,
composed of a steel blade sharpened at the point
and at both edges, some six or eight inches long,
and tapering from an inch or inch and a half to

| the point, strongly and securely fixed ou unilorm

wooden handles five or six feet in length—a most
effective arm for hands unskilled in wilitary weap-

| ons—leaving no doubt for whom they were des-

tined.

The whole military equipment possessed by
Brown, and seized after bis eapture, could not have
cost less than $10,000, counsisting, awmong other
things, of some 20U Sharpe's rifles, with a like
number of six-shooter pistols, contatved in the
munufacturers’ bores, and not yet used, a propor-
tionate supply of fixed ammunition for the rifics,
with caps, &e., in the original boxes, hospital stoves,

| pick-axes and shovels, unstained with use, and a

large box containing ten kegs of puwder.

A grave inguiry remaius, which will be diligent-
ly and I trust successfully prosecuted to ascertain
wheunce the funds were derived for this wilitary
expedition of outlaws agaiust a State of the Union;
and who they were aiding with money to furnish
arws to such a leader for such a purpose.

It remains only to add that so far as can be dis- |
' covered, not one of the vineteen escaped.

10 or 11 it 1s known were killed—sowe were shot
in attewpting to escape across the river, and their
bodies not recovered ; five only were eaptured alive,
amongst them their leader, Brown; two of the five
are ncgroes; one a wulatto, reports that he came
frow Ohio to join this expedition; the other, a
black, says that he came from Harrisburg, Pa., with
the like purpose, both allege that they were de-
ceived by Brown as to the objects of the expedition.

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THE BATTLE OF KING’S MOUNTAIN.
We copy the following letter from “Harper'a
Weekly :
Davrras, N. C,, Sept. 20, 1859.
Messrs. Editors: T sce you publish an extraet
 from a correspondent of the Charleston Mercury
in your last, giving an account of Mr. Henry, an
old Revolutionary soldier, who had givea ¢o the
correspondent a personal incident of the Battle of
King’s Mountain. From the lips of the venerablé
patriot 1 have some fucts relative to the “Mecklen-
burg Declaration of Independence on 20th of May,
779,” which may be of interest to those who are
anxious to be fully satisfied as to the truth of that
declaration, so honorable to the “Old North
State.”
Mr. Henry, whom the correspondent rightly re-
| ports as now living in Buncombe County, and as a
lawyer of eminence, states expressly that he was
present in Charlotte, on the 19th nmf:%ﬂlh of May,
when the Declaration was made, and vouches hia
charscter for its authenticity. Mr. Heary lived
'at that time with his father, on the Catawba River,
| iu Gaston County, formerly part of old Tryon, ubout
| twenty uiiles west of L'hnr?ottc. He states that,
the mecting being ealled at Charlotte, his father
concluded to go, and allowed hiw to accompany
him. They traveled in a small wagon, starting on
Wednesday, 10th. They did not go all the way
on that day, but stopped at a Mr. M'Creary’s, ncar
Tuckasege Ford; and on Thursday, the 20th, pro-
ceeded to Charlotte, a distance of twelve miles.
When they arrived the people were gathering in
from all the surrounding country and coumenced
their deliberations in the court-house that evening.
He recolleets well M'Knitt Alexander and Me
Polk as active participants in the meeting. The
meeting lasted nearly all night, and the resolations,
though passed, were not published until next day
(Friday.) His father and he were present the
next morning when oaths were administered to the
parties present, either as comuwittee men or as
pledges to each other, he does not remember whieh;
and that this incident is vividly iwpressed on his
wmind, and the circumstances attending it, by the
fact that at this time—being young, about fourteen
years old—he knew nothing of a legal or judieial
oath; and when the ouths were being administered
he listened attentively, but could not understand
the import of the ceremony, and went to his father,
who was in another part of the room, to inquire
wkat they were doing, and his father replied that
they were “swearing;” and he told him, “No, for
he had listened to them, and they did not say any
bad words.” His father then cxpluined what the
nature of the oath was. Mr. Henry also relates
that he remembers well that their tavern bill was
paid with sixteen coppers, when they went to leave,
I bave all this from a nephew of' his, who has
just been to see the old veteran, and elicited these
details among many others, interesting to every son
of the “Old North State,”  We have uno douls,
Messrs, Editors, that “Hawk's History” will put
this controversy at rest; but in the mean tiwe let
“honor be given to whom honor is due.”

A CONFLICT WITH PIRATES.

The story of an extraordinary and fearful en-
counter by the officers of a ship with a desperate
gang of eastern pirates, whom they were convey-
ing from Ningapore to Bombay, is told. It ap-
pears from the report of the London Times that
Capt. Correpy, of the British ship Ararat—a bark
of about two hundred and minety tons—had just
landed a batch of Bombay convicts at Sangapore,
and was to take back a return freight of Singa-
pore and Penang convicts to Bomﬁay——-twe ve
men in each place. The Ararat was about to set
sail upon her homeward expedition, when the
Queen’s steamer Elk, Capt. MclLure, stemmed into
Singapore with two piratieal junks in tow, which
had been caught prowling abont the China Sea.

There were fifty-two prisoners on board, and
Capt. Correby was informed that he might have
the conveyance of them to Bombay as soon as the
formalities of trial had been gone through, for of
their guilt there was no doubt. Fifty were eon-'
demned to transportation and handed over to the
Ararat. On the 19th of June the vessel sailed;
but stopping at Penang, twelve convicis more were
taken on board, making the whole number of des-
peradoes seventy-four.

On the 28th of June the weather was stormy,
to that the captain and mate remained on deck;
but while they were trying to catch a nap the
were suddenly awakened by a tremendous eras
and shoutings. 1t was apparent in a moment that
the conviets had broken loose. They stabbed
the sentry to the heart, and rushed aft to seize the
officers. The captain and mate in the meaotime
had proeured their weapons from the eabin, and
for a while kept the ruffians at bay. The latter
fought with marlinspikes, blocks and holystones,
and the officers with revolving pistols It was
pitch dark all the time, for as soon as a light was
brought it was extinguished by the pirates. The
«hip was rolling fearfully, and abaudoned by the
sailors, who had taken refuge in the rigging.

It iz not the least remarkable feature in this des-
perate scene, says the Times, that the ecaptain’s
| wife, who was on board, quietly loaded and re-load-

ed her husband’s pistols, and handed them up to
him through the cuddy-light. At length the cap-
tain determined to advance; but this was to be
- done with the greatest caution, for if any of the
| pirates eould have succeeded in eoncealing them-
selves so as to get behind the guard as they ad-
| vanced, and obtain possession of arms, the casc
| might have become desperate indeed.

| After an hour's hard fighting the pirates were
| driven to the top-gallant f{orecastle, and there

charged with the bayonet, and killed or foread

over the bows. When lights were procured, and
' the loss on the side of the pirates was ascertained,
‘out of sixty who had come on deck, twenty-eight
' were dead or missing. Sowe were wouudedt{n.
| sides. A more desperate struggle for life says the
' Times has seldom taken place, and Capt. Correpy

may well be proud of a vietory to which his own
E bravery so largely contributed.
